SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


As required by the General Laws of New Hampshire, the 

following report relative to the schools of Swanzey, for the 
year ending March 8, 1881, is respectfully submitted : 
* The town appropriation for schools the past year was 
$2,209.94, of which $2,000.00 was raised by a special tax for 
that purpose; $133.4 was the Literary Fund, and $76.00 
the unexpended portion of Dog Tax. 

The division of this money among the several districts 
(divided as in previous years) may be seen in table No. 3 ap- 
pended to this report. How judiciously it has been expended 
and what returns have been received from this tax upon our 
citizens may be inferred from the following : 


SPECIAL REPORTS. 


Districr No. 1. Most of the scholars in this school are 
small, and many labor under a disadvantage in not hearing 
the English language spoken by their parents at home. The 
teacher, Miss Fannie B. Ancier, though dignified and pleas- 
ant in the school-room, failed to excite that life and interest 
among her pupils without which no school can be highly sue- 
cessful. With this exception the school appeared very well 
whenever visited by the committee, though the improvement 
was not what we wish it might have been. The people of the 
district were somewhat divided as to the merits of their school 
and the expediency of having it continued the allotted term.

Dist. No. 2. The two departments united in summer, and 
the Grammar school in winter were taught by Miss Harrir 
C. Lyman who has been the efficient teacher of the Grammar 
school for three successive years. The good order which pre- 
vailed during both terms,—produced by no apparent effort 
on the part of the teacher,—the system and regularity in 
teaching, the thorough drilling, the close attention to study, 
the improvement made in all branches of study to which 
attention was given, all indicate that an accomplished teacher 
and disciplinarian was at the helm. All the scholars in the 
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Grammar school attended to reading, spelling, writing 
compositions, and vocal music. A class of four studied 
physiology. 

The Primary department was taught by Miss Lypra Swan 
with excellent success. The people of the district, with 
good reason, are well satisfied with their schools the past 
year, and realize the importance of retaining the services of 
good teachers when they can.

Dist. No. 3. Miss Frora E. CHAMBERLAIN taught the First 
Term with her usual energy and faithfulness. Most of her 
scholars appreciated her efforts and labored with her to make 
a good school, but a few of the larger boys failed to set that 
good example and render the aid which is due from the older 
pupils of all our schools. For this reason the progress in 
study, though fair, was not what it otherwise would have 
been. 


The second term was taught by Mrs. Exsir H. Foster of 
Keene. She had previously taught the school and some of 
the citizens of the district were opposed to her being again 
employed. Her standard of order was not quite so high as it 
should have been, and for these and other reasons she failed 
to make the school what we should be glad to report. There 
was improvement, but not to the extent we had a right to 
expect.

Dist. No. 4. Both terms of this school were taught by 
Miss Hannau 8. Rockwoop, and we pronounce them unqual- 
ifiedly good. Her little band of scholars, though under strict 
discipline, seemed to enjoy themselves very much, and never 
supposed that their proper rights were in any manner 
abridged by the training to which they were subjected. The 
familiar illustrations given by the teacher in connection with 
the lessons from the book served to excite an interest in her 
pupils and make practical the lessons there learned: The 
exercises of the entire school in calisthenics were performed — 
with life and precision and served the double purpose of a 
pleasing and healthy pastime. A school under such manage- 
ment could not but be successful. The prudential committee, 
Dea. William Read, though 80 years of age, performed his 
duty in visiting both schools and looking well after their in- 
terests, an example which younger persons in like position 
would do well to imitate. With sadness we record the recent 
sudden death of Miss Rockwood. Our town loses a good 
teacher and the community a useful member of society.

Dist. No. 5. Two prosperous terms numbering 26 weeks. 
taught by Miss DreLtra M. Gunn’ The reputation of this 
school has been well sustained. It contains a large propor- 
tion of very good scholars. It was quiet, harmonious, active, 
progressive. We have seldom heard words in connection 
with the reading lessons more readily and accurately defined. 
A pleasant and praiseworthy exercise at the closing exam- 
ination was the singing by the whole school. 

A plain, neat and pretty school-house, one well adapted to 
the wants of the district, has been erected to take the place 
of the old one destroyed by fire a year ago. The people of 
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the district may well congratulate themselves on their pros- 
perity in school matters the past year. May they unitedly 
and determinedly strive to maintain their good standing.

Dist. No. 6. This school, which was in two terms, was 
taught by Miss Lillie A. Eames, and good improvement was 
made under her-instruction. The teacher was faithful and 
persevering in her work, and succeeded well. 


At each examination a good degree of improvement was 
shown by the scholars, and their appearance was commenda- 
ble. The attendance was quite regular, and but few instan- 
ces of tardiness occurred in either term. The inhabitants 
of this district have shown more than ordinary interest in 
their schools, and have generally employed good teachers. 
In the past year they have been improving the condition oj 
their school-house and have raised by taxation $30.45, which 
they have expended, with some more, for repairs. New 
desks, or decent seats, are still needed for the comfort of the 
little children who are forced to sit, when at school, on those 
high benches with straight backs and narrow seats, with feet 
dangling. Undoubtedly time will bring the necessary im- 
provement.

Dist. No. 7. The Summer term of nine weeks was taught 
by Miss Apa M. Reep, and the Winter term of thirteen 
weeks by Mr. Cuartes O. Eaton. These were both good 
teachers, and well qualified, and each term proved as success- 
ful as could be expected. No teacher can have a number one 
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school where there is not the material to work with. This 
district has good scholars who have parents and guardians 
to encourage their regular attendance and well-doing at 
school; and there are others whose influence has much to do 
in making school what it should not be. 


Some of the scholars, however, made fine improvement 
each term, and have the credit belonging to them; while 
others, it appeared to us, failed to received much inspiration 
for study and were rather listless and inattentive to their 
books: <A few years ago this school was reckoned among the 
first in town. ‘The present children of the district will have 
to do well to make good the places of some who have attended 
here in former years, and within the last decade.

Distr. No 8. Miss Anna M. Bart taught the Summer 
term, and for her first attempt at teaching, was very success- 
ful. She showed an interest and faithfulness in her new 
work which well recommend her as a teacher. ‘The school 
made good improvement under her charge. 


The Committee was fortunate in the selection of Mr. Frank 
S. FauLKNER for the Winter term. Under his instruction 
the school made good progress during the ten weeks. We 
were pleased with the school at its examination. There was 
a pleasant relation between the teacher and pupils which was 
very apparent. 


This district built a new school-house the past year, which 
cost about $600.00, $300.00 of which has been raised by tax- 
ation at one assessment. It is a thorough piece of workman- 
ship; is well finished, painted and blinded, and furnished 
with desks of the most improved pattern. ‘The building com- 
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mittee did well to get so good a house at so small a cost. 
No. 8 has now one of the best school-houses in town.

Dist. No. 9. There is good improvement to report for this 
district. For the past two years this school has been taught 
by Miss Fannie M. Gould, who has given good satisfaction. 
This year there were two terms of nearly twenty-four weeks 
in all, with thirty-five different pupils, and an average daily 
attendance of 30.69. Nothing but sickness, so far as we 
know, has kept any of the scholars from school, during this 

time, and an instance of tardiness is a very rare occurrence. 
~ The people here take an interest in their school which is a 
live one, and this has the effect to make them the more suc- 
cessful and profitable, and more pleasant for the teacher em- 
ployed. The utmost harmony and the kindest feelings between 
teacher and pupils continued throughout both terms.

Dist. No. 10. Mr. Watter F. Oaxman taught the first 
and second terms with pretty fair success. Being a beginner 
in the management of schools he perhaps failed at the com- 
mencement, as many others do, in not drawing the reins 
quite as tightly as he should,—a failure which requires stren- 
uous efforts on the part of any teacher to rectify. Neverthe- 
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less the school was pleasant, harmonious, and we trust prof- 
itable. Miss Jennte F. Bartz, the teacher of last winter, 
taught the third term with her usual energy and success. 


There are some good scholars in this school, and some (as 
in nearly all other schools) that might be much better than 
they are. Why will not this class of boys and girls who pos- 
sess all the requisites for becoming good and accomplished 
scholars, step forward and bend their energies for the accom- 
plishment of this desired result? It will pay in the end.

Dist. No. 11. Union District: Mr. W. E. Srpiey taught 
the first- term. He had been in this school the previous win- 
ter and had given such satisfaction that it was the purpose of 
the Committee to engage his services for the year. But he 
declined teaching more than one term, on account of ill health, 
and resigned his position in favor of his friend Mr. C. W. 
Whitaker, whom he recommended for the remaining two 
terms. What we said of Mr. Sibley as a teacher ‘in our 
former Report would as well apply in the present one. He 
fully sustained his good reputation and was well liked in the 
district. 


The school, under the instruction of Mr. Whitaker, contin- 
ued in’prosperity. His qualifications well fitted him for the 
situation. He proved energetic, and was interested in his 
work, systematic in management, thorough and practical in 
his instruction, and kept a well disciplined school. The or- 
der was beyond any reasonable criticism. Although text- 
books are necessary aids in the school-room, we were grati- 
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fied to notice that neither teacher or pupils were strictly con- 
fined to them in recitation. The teacher’s familiarity with 
the subjects he taught rendered it unnecessary for him. 


While visiting this school it occurred to us that a little 
more loudness in recitation on part of a few of the delicateness 
and weak-lunged pupils, would incur less strain on our audi- 
tory nerves, which became exceedingly weary at listening to 
such. We hope the suggestion will prove of some future 
benefit. 


The Primary School has for several terms been in charge 
of Miss Juris A. Bianpine, who has proved a good teacher 
for the place. She has spared no pains with her pupils in 
giving them good elementary instruction, and has led them 
along, as it were, step by step, from where the first impres- 
sions of the school-room are received to higher grades where 
study is made real, and the purposes of school are better un- 
derstood by the youthful mind. With a natural kindness 
toward children and a love for good order, she has used the 
pleasantest and mildest means in the government of her school 
that could be effectual, and in this part she was eminently 
successful. 


The appearance of the school was unexceptionably good, 
and at the closing exercises it elicited praise by those who 
were present on the occasion. The classes were prompt and 
the improvement was marked.

GENERAL REMARKS. 





It will be seen from the foregoing special reports and the 
following tables, that our schools compare very favorably with 
those of former years. There have been no complete failures, 
and with two or three exceptions, all may be called good 
schools. 

Our school-houses, by the addition of two new ones and 
the repairing of another, as already noticed, are no discredit 
to the town. Most of them are of modern construction, 
neatly painted and blinded, furnished with seats and desks of 
the most approved models and designed to be, as they really 
are, attractive to the children. We think no other town in 
the County can furnish a larger proportion of better school- 
houses, and we are sure our own town was never so well sup- 
plied before. Some two or three of the eleven in town still 
need repairing, and we would by no means say that all is well 
in this respect while one remains in any of its parts unfit for 
its designed use. 


Most, if not all of our districts, have by-laws requiring the 
person who in any way injures the school-house or any of its 
appurtenances, to make the same good. Let this law be im- 
partially and rigidly enforced—let our youth be taught to re- 
spect our school-houses and all that pertains to them; let 
them never be marred or defaced as in former days by the 
jack-knife and pencil. 


Some of our districts have made a good beginning in set- 
ting out trees and otherwise ornamenting the grounds around 
their school-houses. We wish this practice might be contin- 
ued. It costs but little,—its benefits are many. Future 
generations will thank us for our efforts in this direction. 


We have noticed that some of our school-rooms have been 
ornamented the past year to an unusual extent with flowers 
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and appropriate pictures. We would encourage the practice 
—their tendency is to elevate and refine. The profane word 
and the uncouth expression are not heard in our parlors and 
among the attractions of home as in those places which are 
repulsive and forbidding. The child may be taught to love the 
beautiful, to adorn the premises where so many of his youth- 
ful days are spent. The result would be good and only good. 


Many of our teachers are well qualified in every respect for 
their vocation ; but, in common with other school committees, 
we are compelled to say that some, even intellectually, are 
not qualified as they should be. ‘They may perhaps answer 
the questions when asked in order from the book, (though 
some even then would need the initial letter as in some geog- 
raphies to guide them,) but in the practical application of the 
lessons they pretend to teach, in the philosophy of language 
and other sciences, they are sadly deficient. We would by no 
means discourage any teacher; we deeply sympathize with 
them in their work ; but we would urge that a higher standard 
in knowledge be aimed at,—that every subject required to he 
taught be well understood,—that the teacher be ready with 
a liberal fund of general knowledge and familiar illustrations 
outside of the book, to enable the pupil to clearly comprehend 
the lessons therein contained. Scholars are not expected to 
learn that at school which the teacher does not know—the 
stream does not rise above the fountain. In these palmy days 
of science, when every needed facility is at hand for preparing 
teachers for their work, there need be no excuse for lack of 
intellectual qualifications. 


No change has been made in text-books during the year, 
and none perhaps is needed unless it be in Grammar. We 
hear some complaint of the book now in use on this subject, 
but we advise that it be retained till a decidedly better one is 
found. Only about 80 of our 371 scholars study Grammar. 
We think some pupils are inclined to commence it at too early 
an age; but no one should leave our Common Schools with- 
out being well versed in the science. It is an important 
study. Every one will have occasion to speak and write the 
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English language, and all should know how to do it correctly. 
With a teacher familiar with its principles and ingenious in 
applying them, the study may be made an interesting one in- 
stead of being dull and dry as it frequently is. 

With each returning year the question renewedly comes to 
us, How shall we best promote the interests of our Common 
Schools? The institution is not one that will take care of 
itself. All good causes if let alone will languish and die. 
It needs our fostering care—our untiring efforts. If we have 
good school-houses and good schools, let us labor to keep 
them so—if not good, let us endeavor to make them so. Let 
us place in them teachers that are competent to train our chil- 
dren aright, mentally, morally and physically. Let us en- 
courage both teachers and scholars by our occasional presence 
n the school-room and by a cheering word in their behalf, 
and in all ways strive to do what we can to promote the wel- 
fare of the rising generation.
